REPORT OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES. 


To the Legislature of the State of Mississippi : 


GENTLEMEN :—In submitting to you this our biennial report 
as required by law, we now incorporate as part of it, the an. 
nexed very full report to us of the efficient Superintendent 
of the institution, Mr. J. R. Dobyns. 

The health and progress of the pupils have been good, and 
these are the best indications of the care, attention and skill 
of the Superintendent, matron and teachers. 

From our best information we respectfully emphasize the 
Superiniendent’s' recommendation of enlarging the corps of 
teachers, and for the unanswerable reasons set forth in his 
report, and we desire also to record our especial approval of 
his suggestion as to making provisions for teaching the pu- 
pils useful mechanical tradee, in order to arm these afflicted 
persons with the means of selfsupport when they leave the 
Institution. The suggestion carries with it its own conclu- 
sive argument. . ` 

Ít has not been possible, in our judgment, to conduct this 
great State charity with greater economy than' has been 
practiced for the past two years. This will be seen by com- 
parison of the cost of other institutions embodied in the 
Superintendent's report, and by examination of the charges 
in the items of the accounts of the institution, each of which 
we have carefully examined as presented for allowanee, and 
yet we are compelled'to reporta shortage of funds and ask 
provision for the payment of debt necessarily incurred, as 
shown in the annexed report. 

We respectfully submit that the last appropriation was 
manifestly insufficient for the necessary purposes of this 
public benefaction, and we ask its increase for the next two 
years. It would only be necessary for your body to witness 
our meetings, and the shifts to which we have been reduced, 
to fully understand this. As public servants in charge, and 
devoted to the welfare of the institution, we are competent 
judges and we submit our conclusion to your earnest consid- 
eration. 

The institution needs furniture for the comfort of the in- 
mates, suitable desks and appliances for the school room, 
ear-trumpets to develop any remains of hearing, large slates 
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aud approved appliances for teaching, the best and safest 
methods of lighting and heating for the protection of life and 
property, and better sewerage for health. 

Tt needs a larger appropriation for annual repairs of the 
extensive building ; it needs shops for teaching trades, and 
tools for the shops, and teachers to impart their use. It 
needs a store-room, a laundry with proper appliances, and a 
larger dining-room, and hospital rooms, and it needs larger 
appropriation for salaries to increase the number of teachers, 
a reduction of which number was a necesity in order to keep 
within the insufficient appropriation. | 

We have stated the needs of this benevolent institution 
frankly. They are needs, and urgent ones. We call partic- 
ular attention to the Superintendent’s report of the dilapi- 
dation of the colored department. It needs only to be looked 
at to satisfy you that it is discreditable to the State. 

Asking an attentive perusal of the report of the Superin- 
tendent, hereto annexed and made part hereof, we have the

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT, 


To the Board of Trustees of the Institution for the Deaf: 


GENTLEMEN :—Another term of two years has passed, and 
jt becomes my duty as Superintendent to report to you the 
condition and progress of the institution over which you 
have called me to preside. l 15 h 

The health of the pupils for the past biennial term has 
been remarkably good: We have not had a single serious 


case of sickness. 


While our pupils have been so abundantly blessed with 
good health, it becomes my painful duty to record the death 
of two of our most faithful and efficient officers. On April 
8th, 1888, Dr. M. S. Craft, who had been the physician to the 
institution since its re-organization in 1871, after a long and 
painful illness passed away. In the short' space allowed in 
this report, Í could not properly eulogize Dr. Craft. He 
was so well and favorably known asa skillful surgeon and 
profound physician that itis only necessary for me to bear 
testimony to his faithful and successful services to this insti- 
tution, and record the deep and universal sorrow at the tak- 
ing away of one who had so often ministered to the sick 
and suffering in our household. Families all over the State 
mourn the death of Dr. Craft. 

. On the 29th of October, 1888, death again knocked at our 
door and called from among us Miss Mossie MeGann, who 
had been our teacher of articulation for six years. A sketeh 
of Miss MeGann's life and work has been published in the 
American Annals of the Deaf, from which I make the following 
extract: “Asa teacher she was energetic, painstaking, per- 
sistent, encouraging, competent and successful, She was 


always on the alert for any thing that would advance the | 


interestof her class. The voices of many deaf children in 
our institution speak her competency and sound the praises 
of her success.” `

We have enrolled in the past two years 191 pupils; 95 in 
1888, and 96 in 1889. There are present at this time 84. 
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There are many others in the State who should be attending 
the institution, but their friends being ignorant of the advan- 
tages afforded are unwilling to send their children. The 
object and advantages of the institution ought to be made 
known through the State. 

The teachers and offiers have labored faithfully, and noth- 
ing has transpired during the last two years to interrupt the 
harmony that has always prevailed throughout the institu- 
tion. The pupils have generally been studious and obedient, 
The progress in their’ studies is sufficient proof of the effi- 
ciency of their teachers. While the teachers have done all 
they could, and the pupils have made good progress, yet 
the best possible results have not been obtained during the 
past two years, and I musi recommend the employment of 
an additional teacher. , 


REORGANIZATION. 


A school the size of ours cannot be graded as well as one 
with a larger number of pupils. The most experienced 
teachersof deaf are agreed, I think, that there ought not to 
be more than fifteen, all in thé same grade, in one class. Our 
teachers have had, the past two years, from seventeen to 
twenty-five, and it has been impossible to do themselves or 
the pupils justico. "These classes, besides being too large, 
have had so many divisions that the teachers could not give 
them that individual attention: which is so necessary in the 
instruction of the deaf. Some of these classes have had four 
divisions, thus giving the pupils one-fourth the attention they 
should have. Our school should be so organized now as to 
have what is known as the rotation of classes. This system 
insures the pupils the very best possible attention, and gives 
each one the advantages of the best teaching. 

As our classes are arranged the teachers are unable, while 
one division is reciting, to keep the others properly employed. 
Deaf children are like all other children; they do no good 
studying when left to themselves. All the pupils not en- 
gaged in reciting should be together in one room and pre- 
sided over by a teacher. In this way all can be kept at work, 
and the teachers are not interrupted by idle pupils while 
hearing the recitations. A teacher of the deaf cannot watch 
= diet recite and prevent another class talking on their 

ands. 


ARTICULATION, LIP-READING AND AURICULAR TRAINING. 


We have ten who are being taught altogether by articula- 
lation. Nota sign is allowed in that class-room. They get 
the questions from the lips of the teachers and answer by 
speaking or writing. This practice teaches them to articu- 
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late and also to read the lips; thus preparing them in some 
measure to communicate with their friends at home. 


AURICULAR TRAINING 


Is cultivating the sense of hearing. Many of the institu- 
tions for the education of the deaf are giving more or less 
attention to this branch of instruction. Many pupils who 
enter institutions have some hearing, but have never had 
enough practice to enable them to distinguish between 
sounds. The sense of hearing ean be trained or improved 
just as any other sense. If a pupil has any hearing, it is 
possible in many cases, with the aid of trumpets, to so cul- 
tivate that hearing as to enable the pupil to distinguish be- 
tween sounds and thus be able to learn the meaning of 
sounds as he or she would learn the meaning of written 
characters. After they get the meaning of a few words they 
then learn to put words together and then form sentences as 
our hearing children do. Such pupils, by the use of trum- 
pets, after they leave school would be enabled to understand 
what their friends say to them, even though they never gain 
much power of speech. This could be done had we the help 
to give each one the time and attention necessary. One 
teacher of articulation in an institution of this size can not 
do all the work of training the tongue and ear. There has 
been such an improvement in the appliances for hearing, in 
the last few years, that it is possible for any deaf person to 
have a useful and convenient instrument. Mr. Gillespie, the 
Superintendent of the Nebraska Institution for the Deaf, to 
whom belongs the honor of developing this system, says 
some of his pupils have been so improved in this respect 
that they have been able to dispense with their trumpets 
and hear from considerable distance. 


TRADES, 


The limited appropriation for salaries for- the last two 
years made it impossible to continue instruction in printing, 
so we were forced to close the door to the only trade in 
which we were attempting any instruction. An appropria- 
tion was made at the last Legislature of $400 for material ` 
for the office. That amount has just been expended for new 
type, paper-cutter and binding press, and we have opened 
the office well equipped for what work we have to do in the 
way of job printing and the pnblication of the Deaf-Mute 
Voice. The fact that this report is printed in our office and 
by the deaf, is a guarantee that we cam make good use of 
such a trade. Mr. Charles S. Deem, a finely educated- deaf 
man, a practical printer, ånd a man every way competent, 
has been made foreman of the office with the hope that the 
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next Legislature would see the wisdom of continuing the 
trade and provide for his salary. j 

In addition to printing, we should have cabinate-making 
and carpentering, as all these trádes are easily and well 
mastered by the deaf. How can the State refuse to educate 
these wards in handicraft when they are shut out from the 
professions and most other business pursuits ? 


FURNITURE. 


The Institution is sadly in need of furniture in the dormi- 
tories and in the school rooms. We have not a single com- 
fortable school desk. Many of our pupils have to sit dur- 
ing the entire time they are in school without a rest of any 
kind for their books. The health and physical development 
of the pupils demand that the proper comforts be provided. 
The Board is familiar enough with the wants of the Institu- 
tion to know that large slates of some kind are very much 
needed, and I hope you will recommend that they be pro- 
vided also. Our pupils write so much that it is impossible 
to keep the wooden boaids in good order. 


LIGHTS AND HEAT. x 

Lighting and heating the building is a subject that should 
receive the careful attention of the Legislature. The build- 
ings have always been heated with open fires and stoves, and 
for the past five years been lighted with oil. During the 
time oil has been used we have narrowly escaped a confia- 
gration several times. It is impossible, without an attendant 
for every pupil, to provent meddling with the lamps and 
fires. Fire has broken out twice during ihe last two years, 
but was discovered in time to prevent any damage. The 
buildings are insured, and could be replaced in case of fire. 
But what about the lives of the pupils? Should a fire occur 
in the night there is danger of many lives being lost. Such 
buildings ought to be heated by a furnace and lighted in 
some other way than with oil. In view of all these dangers 
there should be a night-watehman. 


WATER. 


By an act of the last Legislature the buildings and grounds 
have been supplied with water from the city water-works, 
which is pure, abundant and convenient, and adds much to 
the comfort and health of the institution. It has been car- 


ried to every room where it was needed and is so convenient : 


that it is seldom a bucket is required in the building. The 
dormitories and bath rooms have been provided with sta- 
tionary basins and tubs, all connected with drain pipes, thus 
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avoiding the carrying of water all over the building and 
removing the slops. These conveniences not only add to 
comfort and cleanliness, but save the wages of a servant and 
about $75.00 a year in bowls, pitchers and other furniture 
It is the greatest improvement ever made. 


THE OPEN SEWER 


In the rear of the institution is both unsightly and unhealthy, 
and should be covered. Tiling of sufficient size can be laid 
at a cost of about $2.50 per foot. 

I hope you will again direct the attention of the Legisla- 
ture to the need of a suitable building for 


DINING AND STORE-ROOMS, HOSPITALS, SHOPS AND LAUNDRY, 


And machinery for the latter. Itis only necessary to inspect 
the uncomfortable quarters now occupied, for any body to 
be convinced of the need of such a building. A store-room 
is needed, as there is nota suitable room in the building 
where three months’ provisions can be kept. All these 
things could be provided for in one building. The dining- 
room is so crowded that it is diffienlt to wait upon those who 
are eating. 


THE CONFERENCE OF SUPERINTENDENTS AND. PRINCIPALS. 


The Superintendents and Principals of the Institutions for 
the education of the deaf in the United States and Canada 
hold a conference every four years. Upon the invitation of 
the Governor of Mississippi and the Board of Trustees, in 
1886 the sixth conference was held in this institution in 
April, 1888. This was the first time the conference had 
assembled in the South, and Iam glad to say that it was a 
success in every way: It awakened a new interest in the 
cause of the education of the deaf in this section of the 
country, and especially in our own State. À 

-We had representatives from twenty-four States and the 
Dominion of Canada, one being from the distant Province of 
Nova Scotia. Every member was entertained in the institu- 
tion, and we were honored with the largest conference that 
has ever assemblod. We regarded it as a great privilege to 
have so many distinguished guests. The proceedings of the 
meeting were published, and have become a part of the 
history of Mississippi. It was a gathering of expericnced 
educators of the deaf, who gave each other the benefit of 
their knowledge. It left an influence for great good upon 
our school, and was an occasion of much interest and infor- 
mation to our citizens. 
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CHANGES. 


Dr. Wirt Johnston, who has been tle Secretary of the 
State Board of Health, for several years, was appointed to 
fill the position made vacant by the death of Dr. Craft. He 
promptly answers every call, and is attentive in every case 
of sickness. The parents of the pupils can be assured that 
when their children are sick that they are in the hands of a 
skillful and experienced physician. For a more extended 
account of the health of the institution, I refer you to Dr. 
Johnston's report which is submitted herewith. | 

On the death af Miss McGann, Miss Lula E. Wharton, of 
Jackson, Miss., was selected as teacher of articulation. Miss 
Wharton could not be expected, at first, to fill the place of 
Miss McGann, who was regarded as one of the finest articu- 
lation teachers in this country. But she has entered upon 
her duties with somuch energy and enthusiasm, and given 
so much promise the first year, that we.can predict for her 
great success. She has just returned trom a visit to the Illi- 
nois and Missouri Institutions, where she spent some time 
investigating their methods of instruction, and feels that it 
was just what she needed. 

This institution is under obligations to the superintendents 
and teacbers of those institutions for their kindness to Miss 
Wharton as its representative. _Miss Wharton was prepared 
for this position, hoping to get a place in some other school, 
by her friend, Miss McGann herself. 

Mr. W. A. Jordan, who has been our efficient supervisor 
and teacher of art for years, resigned in October and accepted 
a position in a store in the city of Jackson. 


THE COLORED DEPARTMENT 


Is much in need of repairs of every kind. The fences are 
all giving away, the buildings need attention, and it is ina 
generally dilapidated condition. The original appropriation, 
eight years ago, was $3,000. No special appropriation has 
been made since. We received this yeur,in this department, 
a pupil who was blind as well as deaf, and I am glad to say 
she has made fine progress. All her instruction has been 
received through the sense of touch, and it is remarkable 
with what rapidity she ‘eomprehends the idea the teacher 
desires to convey. Mr. Kearney, the teacher, should be 
proud of his success. 


REMOVAL. 
The increasing attendance ot pupils, the necessarily lim- 


ited grounds inside the corporation, the increasing value of 
real estate, and the bad drainage in this part of the city, aré 
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all conspiring to render the early removal of the institution 
to the suburbs of the city a necessity. Where so many peo- 
ple are gathered togetherithe drainage of the premises be- 
comes a serious question, and unless it is the best it is liable 
to give trouble. Such an institution as this should be located 
on high and roomy grounds. Besides the healthfulness of 
such a locality, on account of pure air and opportunity for 
out-door exercise, the ground is needed to teach. the boys 
agricultural pursuits., This question should be considered 
before the buildings become too much extended. 


GOVERNOR LOWRY 


Has continued to show his interestin the institution in many 
ways, and has at all times done what he could for its welfare. 
in retiring from'the executive chair, which he has oceupied 
for eight years, he bears with him the confidence and esteem 
of all connected with this institution. l 


SALARIES AND SUPPORT. 


You asked the last Legislature for $12,500 for support, 
$1,000 for necessary repairs, $250 for transportation, and 
$485.50 for furniture and bedding for each of the years 1888 
and 1889. Instead of that amount the Legislature appro- 
priated $11,424.93 for support, $500 for necessary repairs, 
and $150 for transportation per annum, and nothing for far- 
niture and bedding. Of this amount $6,251.93 were desig- 
nated for wages and salaries, $5,173 for support. Under this 
provision the amount for wages and salaries was $685.57 per 
annum less than was necessary as the roll of employees 
stood at.that time. Not desiring to impair the efficiency of 
the school in all departments, this matter was adjusted by 
reducing the number of employees, much to the detriment 
of the school, and in this way making it possible to avoid a 
deficit on account of wages and salaries. The appropria- 
tions were thus left, for support $1,075.07, that for necessary 
ropairs $500, that for transportation $100, and that for furni- 
ture and bedding $485.50 per annum short of your estimate, 
making the appropriation for the two years $4,321.14 less 
than what you thought was absolutely necessary. 

Is it surprising then that there should be a deticit of $2,- 
821.79? This amount has been kept at that figure by simply 
delaying the purchase of many articles that are necessary 
and will have to be bought within the next two years. I 
have labored hard to make the expenditures come within the 
amount appropriated, but have been unable to do so without 
depriving the pupils of absolute necessities. 

Below you will find a careful analysis of the expenditure 
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for the last two years, showing the actual average cost per 
capita, per annum. While we have enrolled 191 pupils dur- 
ing the two years, the actual yearly attendance has been sey- 
euty-seven, or 154 in two years.

Tt must be remembered that these amounts were expected 
to keep up two separate Institutions. Of course the cost is 
more for two departments (the white and colored) than it 
would be were they all together. Many expenses have to be 
duplicated. It might be possible io maintain the Institution 
on such per capita appropriations if the number of pupils 
was very much larger. 

In buying provisions I always get the best, not tho finest. 
For instance, when I buy flour I always get the best family 
flour, not fancy. We get fresh meat at 7 cents by contract. 
This may seem too much when compared with what is paid 
by the Mississippi State Lunatic Asylum. When properly 
understood, I do not think it could be so considered. We get 
from 25 to 40 pounds a day of choice steak and roast, while 
the Asylum gets the whole beef or more. When our last 
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contract was made I submitted an estimate to Mr. J. W. John- 
son, who was then furnishing the Asylum. I submit his 
reply, which explains itself: 

Near JACKSON, Miss., August 4, 1889. 


Prof. J. R. Dobyns, Supt. Deaf and Dumb Institute, Jachson : 

Drar Sir: In reply to your favor of recent date soliciting 
proposals to furnish your Institution with fresh meats, I will 
state that it would be impracticable for me to furnish you 
with the smali quantities you require daily, my business be- 
iug more a wholesale business.

You will observe that there is not one in the entire list 
that is as low as Mississippi, and you will observe further 
that those whose per capita cost approaches ours have a 
much larger number of pupils or the per capita cost is 
greater. 'The last column, giving the per capita cost, is found 
by dividing the total amount spent during the year by the 
number present and represents that amount within a frac- 
tional part of a cent. 

We have enrolled 96 pupils this year. There is every 
reason to expect a larger number during each of the next 
two years. In view of the above facts, I do not see how the 
institution can be put in efficient working order, and main- 
tained comfortably for the next two years on less than the 
following amounts, which I would respectfully suggest you 
ask the Legislature to appropriafe.

Nearly all Institutions of this character have special ap- 
propriations for furniture and clothing, but this Institution 
has never had any. such appropriations and the expenditures 
for these purposes have been paid out of the appropriations 
for support. The ‘amounts appropriated by the last Legisla- 
{ure for repairs and transportation were not sufficient. The 
amount stated in the above estimate will be necessary to 
meet these demands during the nexttwo years. A new roof 
will soon have to be put on the main building. The fences 
all need repairing. Asa large part of the buildings is frame 
repairs are constantly needed. I haye endeavored to give 
you a faithful record, gloomy as part of it is. 

Feeling certain of your profound interest in the Institu- 
tion, and that you sincerely desire its success, it affords me 
great pleasure to commit its destiny, during the coming Leg- 
islature, into such competent hands. While the last two Leg- 
islatures have not accorded the Institution that support which 
it has so justly deserved, I feel satisfied, that as a body, it 
had no intention of crippling the good work as it has. Trust- 
ing that you will be able to present the facts to the Legisla- 
ture in such a way that the members will properly appreci- 
ate the needs of the Institution; thanking you most heartily 
for your confidence, and the wise counsel you have given me 
in the performance of my duties, testifying to your faithful 
discharge of a delicate trust; invoking the continued bless- 
ings of á kind providence upon our faithful teachers and 
officers, and our obedient, intelligent and kind-hearted pupils, 
I would respectfully submit this report and ask that you 
make the accompanying appendix a part thereof.

REPORT OF THE PHYSICIAN. 


To the Honorable Board of Trustees of the Institution for the 
Deaf and Dumb: Ë 


«GENTLEMEN-—In accordance with established custom, I 
have the honor to submit my report as physician to the In. 
stitution. 

It affords me pleasure to say that there has been but litile 
sickness of a serious nature during the past two years. Most 
of the cases that I have been called upon to treat have been 
of a mild character, yielding readily to treatment. With the 
exception of a pretty general prevalence of mumps. in the 
early part of 1889 we have been exempt from contagious 
and infectious diseases. 

I regret to have to report one death among the pupils, Mr. 
James Boone, who was attacked with pneumonia of violent 
type and although he received every attention, being care- 
fully and tenderly nursed by the Superintendent, Mr. Dobyns, ' 
and the Supervisor, Mr. Jordan, he died. 

The exemption from serious sickness is no doubt due 
chiefly to the care and attention the pupils receive from Mr, 
Dobyns, Superintendent. Through his efficient management . 
the inmates not only receive every attention, but the sanitary 
condition of their surroundings is carefully looked after. In 
one respect, however, the surroundings are unsanitary, but 
thisis beyond the power of the Superintendent to remedy, 
on account of the lack of funds. I refer to the ditch on Pres- 
ident street, in tbe rear of the Institution, which is the recep- 
tacle of the sewage of the establishment. This is nothing 
more than an open ditch, and the emanatious from it arc at 
times offensive. The remedy would be simple if the neces- 
sary funds were available to accomplish it. It should be con- 
verted into a closed sewer, and this could be done at a small 
expense. I would suggest that the Legislature be petitioned 
to make the necessary appropriation for the purpose. 

1 have suggested to the Superintendent that if all the bare 

floors were carpeted it would contribute to both the comfort 
and health of the pupils. 
. There is one addition greatly needed by the Institution, 
which is hospitals for the sick where they could be separated 
from the other inmates and properly cared for. This is, in 
my opinion, really necessary. 

Tam glad to say that the Institution is now abundantly 
supplied with wholesome water from Pearl river, through 
the system of water works. 

I desire to say in conclusion that every facility for the 
proper discharge of my duties has been afforded me by your 
selves and the efficient Superintendent, Mr. Dobyns.

TERMS OF ADMISSION 


l. This Institution is located in the city of Jackson. It 
was established by the Legislature and is Supported by the 
State; itis notin any sense an asylum, but a school for the 
education of the deaf. T rts 

2. The Institution is opened to all the deaf mutes of the 
State who are desirous of receiving an education, provided 
they are of good moral character, of sound minds, and free 
from contagious and infectious diseases.  Eightis considered 
the best age to begin their education, and parents are urged 
notto delay it beyond the age of eight or ten, at the far. 
thest. Mutes: whose primary education is deferred until 
they are eighteen or twenty can never be well educated. 

3. Boarding, tuition, books and medical attendance are 
furnished by the State. To the very poor, clothing and 
transportation are supplied free, but in order to secure this 
benefit the Superintendent must have a certificate signed by 
some proper officer, or some other evidence of the pupil’s 
indigency. `

September. It is thought best to have a long vacation in 
the hot season and give no holiday at Christmas, except 
Christmas and New Year days. 

5. When parents and guardians enter their children it 
must be with the distinct understanding that they cannot 
visit their homes during the session except in case of sick- 
ness or death in the families; should they be called home 
in such cases, money to pay their way must be sent at same 
time they are called. 

6. Parents are expected to take their children home in 
vacation. 

7. Parents in sending their children to the institution 
should be careful to send the names and postoffice'of father 
and mother, the child’s name in full, date of birth, cause of 
deafness and when lost hearing. 

8. Pupils are given ample opportunity to correspond 
with their parents and friends during the session. They are 
required to write letters on the first and third Mondays of 
each month, and to send at least one to parents or guardians. 

9. Each pupil should be supplied with enough clothing 
to do the year, including a comfortable wrap for winter, and 
enough stamps and stationery to write home'once a. month, 
and oftener if desired. 

10. Parents should paste a complete list of all clothing 
on the inside of the top of the trunk. As soon as the pupil 
arrives the clothing will be counted to see if correct, and the 
list preserved. Ifanything is lost in the wash during session 
it will be replaced. 

11, All clothing should be marked in full name of the 
owner with indelible ink. 

12. Further information concerning the institution may 
be had by addressing the Superintendent. 

13. Parents and friends entering their children the first 
term, are invited to visit the Institution and stay a day and 
night and see for themselves what provision has been made 
for the children. 

14. Parents and friends visiting their children after they 
have entered school are expected to find accommodations in 


the city.
